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terior Matter, which we call the Stone, in the middle 
of them 5 and thence I conclude the manner of their 
formation to be the fame. From the continuance of 
bis Symptoms, l believe there may be more behind 3 
and cannot think any other Method more likely to ex¬ 
trude them, than by having his Abdomen well anointed 
with forne Emollient Oyles or Liniments, and very well 
agitated backward and forward as much and as long as 
he can bear, 2nd this both Morning and Evening : 
After a little while, that the Stones may be prefum’d 
by this agitation to be fomewhat diflodged, fome gentle 
Purgatives I conceive may be of ufe to be now and then 
given to carry them downwards, and with all Emolli¬ 
ent Glyfters to follicit it gently, &c.

VI. An Account of the Dijfe&ion of a Ferf on, who 
dyd of an Ulcer in the Right Jfidney. % 
J. Douglas, M. V. F. S. 

I Was defired lately to affift at the opening of a 
Gentleman, who dy’d the Day before, in the 45 th 
Year of bis Age 3 where I obferv’d the following Par¬ 
ticulars, relating to the Unufual Stru&ure and Morbid 
Difpofition of the Parts contained in the Cavities of the 
Thorax and Abdomen, 

1. When the Skin with the other Integuments were 
taken off, I obferved that part of the Omentum had 
thruft itfelf thro* the Annular Holes of the Abdominal 
Mufcles on the Left Side, and there fomed a Fpiploeehy 
or Hernia omentalis , as large as a Walnut, 

2. The 
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2. The Omnium reached as low down as the Pubis 
and Infide of the Ilia, to which it was ty‘d, and by 
Fibrous Connexions it adhered to all the Peritoneum 
below the Navel. 

g. All the Fat on the Omentum and Guts was firm, 
and hard like Tallow. 

4. The Inteftines and Stomach were quite empty, 
without either Wind or Feces. 

5. The Left Kidney was much larger than ordinary, 
being near eight Inches long; its Surface being divided 
into feveral diftinX Lobes, as it a Fetus. 

6 . The Right Kidney was full of a foetid purulent 
Matter : All its inner Subftance was wholly wafted ; and 
its external or cortical Part was ftreacbed fo very thin, 
that a fmall touch of the Finger could eafily break 
thro’ it. 

7. All the Fat and Glands about the Kidney laft 
mentioned were hard, obftruXed, indurate, and big, 
which made a great compreffion on the Mufculus Pfias 
and the Mufculus §>uadratus lumb&rutn. 

8. The Ureter proceeding from this Right Kidney, 
was covered with a. Cruft or Bed of indurate Glands; 
and befides, its capacity was ftraightned and contraded 
in feveral Places. 

9. The Cavity of the Vefica Urinaria was very fmall; 
its Subftance fo very thick and hard, that I could not 
even by the help of a Blow-pipe diftend it any wider: 
Its Infide feem’d excoriated with feveral little flefhy Ca¬ 
runcles, or red Excrefcences, here and there. 

io- There was a remarkable Corrofion in all the Iri- 
fide of the Urethra. 

it. All the Upper and Convex Part of the Liver ad¬ 
hered firmly the Peritoneum that covers the Dia¬ 
phragm, and’to the fame Membrane where it covers part 
of the Mufculus Abdominis tranfverfalis: Its Subftance was 
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fc very tender and fofc, that it feemed to be almoft 

rotten. 

12. The Gall-Bladder was extreamly,large and full 5 
the Biliofe Liquor it contained, being of a whitilh yel¬ 
low colour. 

13. Between the Tunica vaginalis and albuginea of the 
Lett Tefticle, there was a large hydatical or watery 
Tumor 3 and upon the laft named Coat of the fame 
Tefticle, there were feveral chalky Concretions, about 
the bignefs of a Barley-Corn each. 

14. In the Pvight Auricle of the Heart there was a 
Iarg erPolypus, that fill’d up its Cavity 3 extending itfelf 
a great way into the Afcending and Defcending Trunks 
of the Vena Cava. 

All the reft of the Vifcera were as they ftiould be in 
a Natural State. 

fn the next Place I will take Notice of the Symptoms 
this Perfon complained of during his Illnefs, as far as I 
was informed by thofe who attended him. 

About a Year and half ago, he began to decline 
in Health. His firft Complaints being a Heat, Sharpnefs 
or Pain in making Water 5 conftant Defire to Urine, 
tho’ in great Mifery alter. When the Water ftood a 
while, there appeared a greafy Subftance on its Surface, 
not unlike the Cream or Ice that is found on the top of 
Aqua calcis viv£ 5 fometime after, it depofited a puru¬ 
lent Matter in great quantity, but without any offenfive 
fmell: The Water when made was thick and whitifb, 
but when the Corruption fettled to the bottom of the 
Pot, it became clear. He feldoro complained of any 
great Pain in his Back or Loins5 whence they conclu¬ 
ded the Ulcer was in the Neck of theBlgdder, tho ! the 
vaft difeharge of Matter was an Argument of the con¬ 
trary : But always was on the Kack when he rofe up 
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after fitting, and it was a great difficulty to him to get up, 
whicl) perhaps was occafioned by the Weight and Pref- 
fure of the Kidney and adjacent indurate Glands, lying 
on the head of the Pfoas Mufcle and gytidratus Utm- 
borum . 

He had often a total Suppreffion of Urine $ but was 
much relieved by Sal Succini and Corn. Cervi. He 
took feveral Dofes of Cant bar ides with Camphire, with¬ 
out any ill effeft from the Fly, but had little Relief as 
to his Diftemper. For Three Weeks part he was feized 
with a violent Loofenefs, which at laft, in fpite of ail 
means, carry’d him off.
